In  Spain  we  have  38  churches 
(including  one  in  the  Canary  Is¬ 
lands)  and  42  mission  centres, 
with  2,193  members,  and  28  pas¬ 
tors.  Last  year  there  were  480 
professions  of  conversion,  but 
only  231  were  baptised,  the  bre¬ 
thren  rightly  thinking  that  they 
must  test  their  candidates  be¬ 
fore  receiving  them  into  the 
church.  There  is  a  fine  spirit  of 
"fellowship  a  n  d  enthusiastic 
evangelism,  and  given  more  lib¬ 
erty  we  would  see  great  things. 
People  pay  a  great  price  to  be 
baptised,  and  many  suffer  per¬ 
secution.  But  as  Paul  said:  "The 
Word  of  God  is  not  bound,”  and 
our  people  count  the  cost  and 
“glory  in  tribulations  also.”

Mighty  Neighborly 


When  James  Forres tal  was  Secretary  of.  Defense  he 
received  a'  letter  from  a  New  England  farrcref  who  said 
lie  had  read  an  agricultural  publication  which  told  how 
farmers  around  .Hiroshima  and  Nagasaki  had  discovered 
that  the  atomic  bomb  had  greatly  enriched  their  soil.
